budwood  must  be  selected  from  good  bearing  trees  to  insure  trees  that 
will  bear  large  crops  of  true-to-name  fruit;  proper  budding  is  an  art; 
fertilizing  properly  is  of  great  importance,  and  so  is  the  correct  training 
of  the  trees  to  make  them  straight  and  uniform.  The  purpose  of  the 
Lake  Garfield  Nurseries  Company  at  all  times,  is  to  produce  trees  that 
wilt  excell  in  results  for  the  man  who  plants  them.  We  believe  and  our 
customers  tell  us  that  we  have  been  successful  in  this  purpose. 


Many  growers  do  not  realize  the  importance  of  this  subject  until 
they  have  learned  it  by  costly  experience  in  planting  trees  inferior  in 
quality,  many  of  which  appear  to  be  very  good  judging  from  outside 
appearances,  but  lack  the  quality  that  cannot  be  put  into  a tree  at  any 
particular  stage  but  must  ire  built  in  from  the  planting  of  the  seed  to  the 
digging  of  the  tree  for  shipment.  The  seed  must  be  good ; the  plants 
must  be  grown  properly  to  an  age  of  three  years  before  budding;  the
